FOR  THE  QUARTER  ENDED 


30TH  JUNE,  1935. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  for  this  administrative  county  for  mid- 
year 1934,  which  has  recently  been  received,  is  914,500,  and  again  shows  a decrease  compared  vdth 
the  previous  year,  being  3,180  less  than  his  estimate  for  mid-year  1933. 

2.  An  increase  was  recorded  in  the  total  death-rate  during  the  past  quarter,  the  rate  being 
12.8  per  1,000  population  compared  with  11.9  in  the  previous  quarter  and  12.2  in  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  last  year.  The  total  death-rate  for  each  month  of  the  quarter  was  April  14.4,  May  13.4, 
and  June  10.5,  the  rates  for  April  and  May  being  higher  than  those  which  usually  prevail  at  this  time 
of  the  year.  There  appears  to  be  no  particular  cause  of  death  responsible  for  this  increase,  except 
that  it  is  partly  due  to  the  larger  number  of  deaths  registered  from  influenza,  the  number  during  the 
whole  of  the  quarter  being  106,  of  which  92  occurred  during  April  (54)  and  May  (38). 

3.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Leadgate  (9.4)  and  Ryton 
(9.6)  urban  districts  and  in  the  Darhngton  (10.4)  and  Lanchester  (10.8)  rural  districts,  while  the 
districts  with  the  highest  mortahty  statistics  were  the  Barnard  Castle  (19.0)  and  Bishop  Auckland 
(18.9)  urban  districts  and  the  Stockton  (18.2)  and  Auckland  (15.5)  rural  districts. 

4.  The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infective  diseases  was  equal  to  0.42  per  1,000  popu- 
lation and  shows  a decrease  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (0.50)  and  for  the  corres- 
ponding quarter  of  last  year  (0.65).  In  this  group  of  diseases  diphtheria  was  responsible  for  46  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  registered. 

5.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  was  70  and  shows  a satisfactory  decrease 
compared  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  quarter,  which  was  85  per  1,000  births  registered.  The  rate 
for  the  past  quarter  is  also  shghtly  lower  than  that  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (72). 

6.  An  increase  was  recorded  in  the  birth-rate  during  the  quarter,  the  rate  being  18.5  per  1,000 
population  compared  vith  16.8  in  the  previous  quarter  and  18.2  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last 
year. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

7.  Scarlet  fever,  although  showing  a diminution  in  the  number  of  notifications  compared  with 
the  previous  quarter,  continued  prevalent  throughout  the  administrative  county.  During  the 
quarter  1,311  cases  were  notified  compared  with  2,308  during  the  preceding  quarter  and  1,555  in 
the  June  quarter  of  last  year.  Nine  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter 
compared  with  15  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  22  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 

8.  During  the  quarter  632  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  compared  Avith  1,144  during  the 
previous  quarter  and  355  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  The  deaths  registered  from  this 
disease  during  the  quarter  numbered  45  compared  Avith  64  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  28  in  the 
June  quarter  of  last  year. 

9.  Twenty-four  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during  the  quarter  compared  Avith  2 in  the 
previous  quarter.  Of  the  cases  notified  9 occurred  in  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Urban  District.  Three 
deaths  Avere  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter. 

10.  There  were  10  notifications  of  puerperal  fever  and  45  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia, 
compared  Avith  5 and  35  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter  24  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospitals  under  the  County  Scheme,  the  services  of  consultants  Avere  requisitioned  in  7 
cases,  and  the  services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  utilised  in  2 cases. 

11.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was 
35,  compared  Avith  23  in  the  previous  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  Count}^  Scheme 
was  provided  in  respect  of  5 cases. 

12.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  during  the  quarter  Avas  7 compared  AA'ith 
10  in  the  previous  quarter  ; while  the  deaths  from  Avhooping  cough  numbered  8 compared  with  11. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  25  deaths  during  the  quarter 
compared  with  15  in  the  previous  quarter.

Miss  M.  E.  Richardson,  from  7th  May  to  2nd  June,  inclusive, 
and  I recommend  that  sick  leave  with  salary  be  granted  in  accordance  with  the  county  arrangement, 
less  National  Health  Insurance  Benefit,  except  in  the  case  of  G.  Duff,  Avhose  sick  leave  terminated 
on  the  30th  June. 

VACCINATION. 

14.  No.  46  (EvenAA'ood)  District. — Dr.  Robert  A.  Milne,  Public  Vaccinator  for  this  district, 
was  due  to  retire  on  the  31st  May,  1935,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  Avas  deemed  ad\dsable  that  he 
should  continue  to  act  as  District  Medical  Officer  in  the  Public  Assistance  Service  for  a further  period 
of  six  months  as  from  the  1st  June,  1935,  I have  arranged,  after  consultation  Avith  the  Chairman  of 
the  Health  Committee,  for  Dr.  Milne  also  to  continue  his  services  as  Public  Vaccinator  for  the  same 
period. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1930. 

15.  Copies  of  Demolition  Orders  under  the  above  Act  have  been  received  from  the  Houghton- 
le-Spring  Rural  District  Council  in  respect  of  three  dwelling-houses.

(8)  OCCUPATIONAL  TREATMENT  OF  DURHAM  COUNTY  TUBERCULOUS  EX- 
SERVICE  MEN. — There  were  no  tuberculous  ex-service  men  admitted  to  Preston  Hall  Training 
Colony,  Aylesford,  Kent,  during  the  quarter  ; none  were  transferred  to  the  Settlement,  and  two  were 
receiving  treatment  on  the  30th  June.

— The  number  of  attendances  at  the  dispensaries 
during  the  quarter  was  5,867,  as  against  5,923  in  the  preceding  quarter,  and  the  number  of  persons 
who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  3,222,  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  quarter  being 
3,273.

(17)  DEATHS. — 162  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  since  the  date  of  my 
last  quarterly  report,  viz.  ; Pulmonary,  79  males  and  66  females  ; Non-Pulmonary,  8 males  and  9 
females. 

(18)  LOCUM  TENENS  FOR  HOLIDAY  DUTY.— With  reference  to  the  Minute  of  the 
County  Council  of  the  18th  April,  1935,  I have  to  report  that,  with  the  approval  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  I have  engaged  Dr.  J.  A.  Millar,  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  as  locum  Tuberculosis  Officer 
during  the  summer  holidays  of  the  district  tuberculosis  medical  officers  at  a salary  of  £41  13s.  4d. 
per  month,  vfith  travelling  expenses  in  addition. 

(19)  ILLNESS  OF  DR.  MORGAN. — With  reference  to  the  Minute  of  the  County  Council 
of  the  18th  April,  1935,  I have  to  report  that  Dr.  Morgan  is  still  absent  through  illness  but  expects 
to  resume  duty  on  1st  July.  During  his  absence,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
1 engaged  Dr.  J.  A.  Millar  as  locum  tenens  from  1st  May  to  the  31st  May,  and  Dr.  A.  Armit  of  Horden 
during  the  month  of  June  at  the  approved  rate  of  salary.

(3)  There  were  53  cases  of  discharging  eyes  in  the  practice  of  mid  wives  and  19  of  these  were 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  3 of  whom  received  in-patient  hospital  treatment. 

(4)  Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  50  cases  because  of  rise  of  temperature.  Five 
of  these  cases  were  subsequently  notified  as  puerperal  fever  and  20  as  puerperal  pyrexia,  of  which 
12  received  in-patient  hospital  treatment  and  the  services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  utihsed  in 
2 cases. 


(5)  The  inspectors  visited  63  cases  of  albuminuria. 

(6)  The  practice  of  midwifery  by  9 uncertified  midwives  was  reported  by  health  visitors. 
One  woman  was  visited  and  warned. 

(7)  No  additional  trained  midwives  have  given  notice  of  their  iatention  to  practise  in  the 
county  area,  8 mid  wives  have  notified  changes  of  address  within  the  county,  and  1 has  removed 
out  of  the  county.

(9)  The  midwife  at  Birtley  was  on  sick  leave  from  the  27th  April  to  the  31st  May,  inclusive. 
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(10)  The  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  reports  that  there  are  126 
midwives  practising  under  district  nursing  associations,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  midwives  have 
been  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  the  equipment  found  in  good  order.

31.  Thornley. — It  is  proposed  to  build  a ncAv  storage  chamber  of  5,000  gallons  capacity.  Ihe 
existing  chamber  is  leaking  and  of  insufficient  capacity  to  receive  the  water  available.

(15)  Browney  and  Littleburn  Colliery  Refuse  Tip — River  Wear. — The  conditions 
here  have  definitely  improved  and  the  use  of  the  tip  is  now  discontinued. 

(16)  Hedley  Hill  Terrace,  Waterhouses. — The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  68  earth 
closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  is  nearing  completion. 

CHESTER-LE-STREET  urban  district. 

(17)  Pelton  Fell,  Works  of  Sewerage. — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  Para.30(l4) 

Mar  1935. 

I4th  June  stating  that  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  for  this  scheme  have  been  approved  by  ’’ 
the  Council  and  that  they  are  being  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  his  sanction  to  a loan 
of  £8,000. 

(18)  Works  of  Sewerage,  North  Road  Manhole  to  Rest  House. — The  extension  of 
the  main  outfall  sewer  from  this  manhole  to  the  Rest  House  situated  in  the  Chester-le-Street  rural 
district  has  been  commenced.  This  sewer  will  also  meet  the  requirements  of  building  developments. 

The  sewage  from  this  area  will  be  treated  at  the  Chester-le-Street  sewage  works. 

CONSETT  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(19)  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the  Proposed  Amalgamated  Para.  30  (16) 
Areas. — A complete  scheme  for  this  area,  together  with  plans,  specifications,  etc.,  is  expected  to  1936. 
be  completed  and  presented  to  the  authorities  concerned  at  an  early  date. 

CROOK  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(20)  Bankfoot  By-Product  Works,  Pollution  of  Crook  Beck. — Several  samples  of  Para.  30  (17) 
river  water  have  been  taken  from  this  stream  and  var5fing  results  have  been  obtained.  On  the  17th  1936 
June  the  Bishop  Auckland  Waterworks  Engineer  took  three  samples  for  examination.  The  condition 

of  the  small  runner  adjacent  to  the  tar  plant  was  in  bad  condition  on  this  date.  One  of  the  samples 
was  taken  from  this  runner  which  discharges  into  the  Crook  Beck  on  the  main  Stanley-Crook  road 
bridge  below  these  works. 

(21)  Crook  and  Escombe  Joint  Sewage  Works. — It  has  been  found  necessary  to  gauge  Para.  30  (18) 
the  volume  of  fiow  in  the  main  sewer  in  the  vicinity  of  High  Grange  to  determine  the  volume  of  in-  1^^®- 
filtration.  During  the  process  of  gauging,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  allow  the  discharge  of  sewage 

into  the  Crook  Beck,  and  as  several  tests  of  short  duration  are  necessary,  sewage  may  be  observed  in 
the  river.

(23)  Sewage  Tanks,  Wardley  Colliery,  Liberty  Terrace,  and  Manor  House. — 
These  tanks  have  been  repaired  and  several  small  runners  have  been  cleaned  out  and  re-graded. 

(24)  It  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  question  of  drainage  and  sewerage  in  the  Wardley 
CoUiery  district  with  a view  to  promoting  a scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  this  area. 


(25)  Wardley  Colliery. — The  small  runner  into  which  the  natural  drainage  from  the 
colliery  is  discharged  has  been  impounded  and  a small  electric  pumping  plant  is  being  installed.  When 
completed,  the  drainage  water  will  be  pumped  into  an  existing  pipe  Line  which  discharges  into  a rail- 
way ditch  and  which  eventually  enters  the  Monkton  Burn.  This  scheme  prevents  the  drainage  from 
the  colHery  entering  the  Heb  Burn. 

HEBBURN  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(26)  The  inspection  of  the  Heb  Burn  watershed  and  also  the  Glebe,  which  is  a small  runner 
from  the  gathering  ground  of  the  Hebburn  Ponds,  has  been  completed.  A number  of  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  vicinity  of  Wardley  Colliery  Ponds,  Manor  House  Farm,  Wardley  Colliery 
drainage,  and  White  Mare  Pool,  and  the  owners  of  the  Hebburn  Ponds  now  state  that  the  condition 
of  the  water  in  these  ponds  is  now  of  its  normal  characteristics. 

HETTON-LE-HOLE  URBAN  AND  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

(27)  Glebe  Sewage  Farm,  Joint  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Further 
conferences  have  been  held  with  a view  to  obtaining  a grant  on  the  full  scheme,  including  filters. 

SHILDON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(28)  Works  of  Sewerage. — A scheme,  together  with  plans  and  specifications  of  the  main 
outfall  sewer  and  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  district,  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  an  inspector  from  the  Ministry  has  visited  the  area. 

SPENNYMOOR  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(29)  Spennymoor  and  Tudhoe  Gas  Works. — Plans  for  this  scheme  have  been  submitted 
and  agreed  to  by  the  engineer  of  these  works,  and  it  is  expected  that  an  early  start  will  be  made  vdth 
the  necessary  work. 

(30)  Weardale  Steel,  Coal  and  Coke  Company’s  By-Product  Works. — Owing  to  the 
absence  of  plans  of  the  drains  and  sewers  in  this  locahty  some  time  must  elapse  before  adopting  a 
specific  system  of  treatment  and  discharge  of  the  effluents  from  these  works.  It  is,  however,  expected 
that  the  plans  will  be  ready  shortly,  when  a complete  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  work’s  manager. 
In  the  meantime  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reasons  for  complaint  from  pollution  of  the  Low 
Grange  Beck. 

(31)  Tudhoe  Mill  Sewage  Works  and  Works  of  Sewerage. — Difficulties  of  gauging 
the  fiow  of  sewage  to  these  works  prior  to  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  improvements  to  these  works 
have  been  experienced,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a report  and  plans  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  shortly. 

(32)  Extension  of  Main  Outfall  Sewer  from  Tudhoe  Village  to  St.  Charles  Road. — 
This  scheme,  to  connect  up  the  present  new  buildings,  as  well  as  future  buildings,  has  been  under 
consideration  for  some  time  and  the  Council  have  now  decided  to  extend  the  sewer. 

(33)  Back  Durham  Road  Sewer. — Flooding  has  been  observed  in  this  area  on  several  oc- 
casions and  the  relaying  of  the  sewer  is  now  in  progress. 

STANHOPE  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(34)  Stanhope  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Plans  have  now  been  prepared  and  submitted 
for  the  extension  of,  and  improvements  to,  these  works. 
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STANLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(35)  Hustle  Down  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Considerable  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  in  connection  with  the  sludge  drying  beds  and  alterations  and  improvements  to  the 
sludge  lagoons  are  being  carried  out. 

(36)  North  Side  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Consulting  engineers  are  at  present  pre- 
paring a scheme  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  this  area. 

(37)  Morrison  B.  Pit,  Pit  Head  Baths. — Work  has  commenced  at  this  coUiery  and  the 
extension  of  the  council’s  sewer  to  these  baths  wiU  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  convenient. 


TANFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(38)  Work  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was 
held  in  the  Council  Offices,  Tanfield,  on  the  11th  June  by  R.  Neilson,  Esq.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  into  the  apph- 
cation  by  the  Tanfield  Urban  District  Council  to  borrow  £13,015  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  in  the  north  ward  of  the  district.  The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  submitted  the  reasons 
for  the  scheme,  which  would  be  constructed  at  Rowlands  Gill.  When  completed,  the  obsolete  and 
unsatisfactory  works  at  Low  Friarside,  Burnopfield,  and  Busty  Bank  would  be  ehminated.  It  was 
also  stated  that  the  Commissioner  for  Special  Areas  had  intimated  the  approval  of  a 75  per  cent, 
grant  if  the  scheme  was  accepted  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  After  the  Inquiry  the  Inspector  and  others 
visited  the  area  and  proposed  site  and  made  several  suggestions  and  modifications  of  the  plans. 

WILLINGTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(39)  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Plans  for  the  alteration  of,  and  improve- 
ments  to,  these  works  have  been  completed  and  submitted  for  approval. 

(40)  Wellington  Gas  and  By-Product  Works. — The  effluent  from  these  works  has  shown  Para.  30  (30) 
improvement  recently  and  care  is  being  taken  with  all  effluents  discharged.  A scheme  for  the  treat- 

ment  of  these  effluents  will  be  considered  when  the  proposed  alterations  to  the  sewage  disposal  works 
have  been  approved. 

The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  13th  June  stating  that  his  Council  had  appointed 
a deputation  to  meet  Messrs.  Strakers  & Love’s  representatives  to  discuss  the  matter  as  regards  the 
effluents  from  the  gas  works  and  that  he  would  acquaint  this  department  of  the  result.

The  works  have  recently  been  overhauled  and 
are  now  satisfactory. 

(62)  Murton  Colliery  Coal  Washer,  Boiler  Sludging  and  Brickworks  Effluents. — 
The  effluent  from  the  recently  constructed  settling  tanks  for  coal  slurry,  etc.,  has  occasionally  been 
of  a moderate  quahty.  This  can  be  expected  w'hen  the  tanks  are  being  cleaned  out  as  the  coal  slurry 
is  precipitated  and  has  to  be  lifted  out  of  the  tanks  during  the  process.  The  hquids  are  much  dis- 
coloured and  give  rise  to  complaints.  Every  precaution  is  being  taken  by  the  colliery  company  to- 
reduce  pollution  by  coal  slurry  to  a minimum.

The  Clerk  to  the  Council 
also  stated  that  the  Council  had  been  informed  by  the  District  Commis.sioner  for  Special  Areas  that 
he  was  prepared,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council’s  scheme  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  to 
recommend  a grant  of  75  per  cent,  of  the  cost.  After  the  Inquiry  the  inspector  and  others  visited  the 
several  areas  in  connection  with  the  scheme.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

33.  The  Welfare  Medical  Officer  reports  to  me  as  follows  : — 

(1)  WELFARE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Sick  Leave. — Dr.  E.  Brown  was  unable  to  attend  her  centre  at  Brandon  on  Friday,  the  3rd 
May,  owing  to  iUness.  With  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Crosthwaite  attended 
her  centre  on  that  day. 

Dr.  L.  M.  Watt  was  on  sick  leave  from  the  14th  to  the  26th  May  inclusive.  With  the  approval 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  some  of  her  centres  were  attended  by  Dr.  Oosthwaite  on  the  17th, 
20th,  22nd,  23rd  and  24th  May.  Other  centres  were  attended  by  Dr.  M.  Bainbridge  and  myself. 

Dr.  C.  Anderson,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  was  granted  leave  of  absence 
owing  to  the  death  of  a near  relative  on  Thursday,  the  18th  April.  Dr.  Crosthwaite  attended  her 
centre  at  West  Stanley. 

With  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  following  have  been  appointed  to  act  as 
locum  tenens  during  the  summer  leave  of  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  Drs.  Bates,  Cros- 
thwaite, Gordon,  Heugh,  McFadden,  Nichol  and  Rodgers.  Dr.  M.  Hopper  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
office  when  necessary  during  my  absence. 

(2)  CENTRES. 

Tow  Law. — This  centre  was  closed  on  Monday,  the  17th  June,  as  the  premises  were  not  avail- 
able on  that  day. 

New  Centre — Eldon. — A public  meeting  was  held  at  the  St.  Mark’s  Church  HaU,  Eldon,  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  the  13th  June,  to  open  this  centre.  The  county  travelhng  health  exhibition 
was  on  view.  Alderman  Callaghan  presided  and  the  centre  was  officially  opened  by  Alderman  Hedley 
Mason.  There  was  a good  attendance  and  a voluntary  committee  was  formed  from  those  present. 
The  first  session  was  held  in  the  morning. 
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Proposed  New  Centre — Staindrop. — I should  be  glad  to  have  permission  to  close  the  centre 
held  monthly  at  Gainford  and  replace  it  by  one  at  Staindrop.  The  number  of  young  children  in 
Gainford  itself  is  very  small,  partly  owing  to  the  migration  of  young  people  to  Darlington,  and  the 
attendance  at  the  centre  is  poor.  There  is  no  bus  service  for  mothers  attending  from  the  neighbouring 
villages  of  Hilton  and  Ingleton.  Staindrop  has  at  the  present  time  a much  larger  child  population, 
is  more  central,  and  has  a bus  service  communicating  with  most  of  the  surrounding  districts.  Premises 
which  are  central  and  much  more  convenient  than  those  at  Gainford  can  be  obtained  at  the  Scarth 
Memorial  Hall,  Staindrop,  at  a cost  of  13/6  per  session,  inclusive  of  lighting,  heating  and  cleaning. 
This  centre  would  serve  Staindrop,  Gainford,  Hilton,  Winston,  South  Cleatlam,  Ingleton  and  Stainton. 
A cupboard  for  equipment  will  be  necessary. 

(3)  POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

A post-natal  clinic  has  been  opened  at  Consett,  and  the  first  session  was  held  on  Wednesday,  the 
2()th  June.  In  order  to  open  this  clinic,  it  has  been  arranged  to  continue  to  hold  the  centre  at  Chop- 
well  once  a week,  all  day  Thursdays,  but  to  close  the  ante-natal  clinic  on  alternate  Wednesday  after- 
noons and  to  hold  the  .same  on  alternate  Thursday  mornings.  By  this  re-arrangement  of  the  Chopwell 
centre  there  vill  be  a reduction  in  cost  of  £7  8s.  Od.  per  annum.  Both  the  Consett  and  Chopwell 
clinics  are  under  the  care  of  the  same  medical  officer. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  and  the  assistant  tubercidosis  medical  officers  have  been 
informed  of  the  opening  of  this  post-natal  chnic. 

(4)  FEDERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

A meeting  of  the  Federation  was  held  in  the  Shire  HaU,  Durham,  on  Thursday,  the  2nd  May, 
to  receive  a deputation  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Mrs.  Ellis  presided  and  there  was  a large  attendance  of  delegates  from  the  various  voluntary  committees.

34.  CLAIMS  FOR  PAYMENT  OF  mTERNITY  FEES  OF  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  PATIENTS.— 
The  Public  Assistance  Committee  have  authorised  relieving  officers  during  a period  up  to  and  including 
the  tenth  day  after  confinement  to  issue  an  order  to  a midwife  in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  maternity 
cases  where  evirlence  is  available  that  applicants  have  endeavoured  to  obtain  maternity  benefit  from 
an  Approved  Society  prior  to  the  applicant  being  informed  that  he  is  out  of  benefit. 
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Previously  the  practice  has  been  that  apphcation  for  assistance  in  the  payment  of  a midwife’s 
fee  was  made  to  the  reheving  officer  either  before  or  at  the  time  of  the  confinement. 

This  extension  of  time  will  overcome  certain  difficulties  which  have  arisen  where  apphcation  has 
been  made  to  an  Approved  Society  for  maternity  benefit  in  good  faith  and  in  reasonable  time,  only 
to  find  that  the  applicant  is  out  of  benefit  owing  to  the  lengthy  period  of  his  unemployment. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

35.  The  number  of  births  notified  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  past  quarter  under 
the  Notification  of  Births  Acts,  as  adjusted  by  transferred  notifications,  was  4,263,  and  exceeded  the 
births  registered  by  12.  In  the  County  Council  Notification  of  Births  Acts  area  (i.e.,  the  administrative 
county  less  the  urban  districts  of  Hartlepool,  Jarrow  and  Stockton)  the  number  of  births  notified 
w’as  3,648,  equal  to  99.8  per  cent,  of  the  births  registered  in  that  area.
